Senate Committee Favors 
Creation of Tribunal to Pre- 
vent Delay in Enforcing 
Statutes. 

TRUST LAW RELIEF 
Report Advocates Freeing 
Carriers From Prohibition 


of Sherman Act in Traffic 
Agreement. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—‘Carefully 
preserving the principles so clearly 
enunciated in the Republican platform 
of 1908," is the way the majority of 
Committee on Interstate 
Commerce, which made its report today 
on the administration railroad bill, in- 
terprets the provision to permit com- 
mon carriers to enter into traffic agree- 
ments. 

The report is signed by Senators El- 
kins, Cullom, Aldrich, Kean, Crane and 
Nixon, and will be printed with the 
minority report submitted a few days 
ago by Senators Clapp and Cummins, 
and the individual report of Senator 
Newlands. 

Approval of the court of commerce 
feature is given prominence, although 
comment upon other provisions is far 
more interesting. * For instance, “the re- 
port says that the effect of the traffic 
agreement provision is to relieve carriers 
from the. prohibition of the antitrust 
act, while preserving unimpaired the 
cortrol of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, over all such agreements. It 
is declared that the provision is in ex- 
act compliance with the declaration in 
the Republican platform. 

Endorsing the proposed Court of Com- 
merce, the report says that the prin- 
cipal argument in favor of its. creation 
is that it will prevent delay and confu- 
sion in the enforcement of the law by 
creating one tribunal specially versed in 
the complicated and often technical 
questions arising out of the application 
of the Interstate Commerce law .to rail- 
roads and other carriers subject to the 
act. 

Supreme Court rulings are cited in 
support of the contention that the scope 
of review of the commission's orders m 
the court will not be wider than it is 
now ‘in the Circuit Courts. . 

Thé administration bill gives the At- 
torney-~General entire charge and con- 
trol of the interests of the Government 
in all cases and proceedings in the 


course of commerce and in the Supreme: 


Court on appealed cases!’ This is a 
change from the existing law. 

Commenting upon the provision for in- 
vestigation by the commission of pro- 
posed increases in rates, the report says 
that a majority of the commission is of 
the opinion that the commission should 
be authorized to commence the investi- 
gation of a proposed increase in rates 
or change in classification, as soon as 
it is filed. 

Concerning the important sections re- 
lating to the purchase of competing 
lines, the report says: 

“Such criticism of this section has 
been ‘made upon the ground that it did 
not prohibit the acquisition by means 
of a holding corporation, of stocks of 
competing lines of. railway. The pro- 
visions of the Sherman antitrust law, 
so completely cover that ground that 
the committee deemed it unnecessary to 
attempt a repetition of those prohibi- 
tions in this act.’’ 

Attention is called to the fact that the 
bill provides a means of ascertaining, 
by judical investigation, whether boha 
fide contract proposed to be entered 
into respecting the acquisition of stock 
or property of railroads is in violation 
of the prohibitions of the Sherman act, 
before large investments of capital are 
made in reliance upon a seeming, al- 
though possibly wholly illusory, legal- 
ity. ’

Senator Platt, who died here yesterday, 
will be without influence on the course 
of New York State politics. His retire- 
ment from politics in 1908, when his 
name was left off the list of delegates 
to both national and state conventions, 
was absolute and complete. 

Scores of friends called today at the 
home of Frank as. Platt, where the 
body of the dead Senator lies; to pay 
their respects. There will be no public 
funeral in this city and the body will 
be taken tomorrow to Owego, N. Y., 
where funeral services will be held 
Wednesday morning in the Presbyterian 
Church, 

The former Senator will be buried in 
the churchyard beside the first Mrs. 
Platt. 

Senator Platt wag not in the larger 
meaning a rich man, and is said to have 
divided his fortune among his heirs at 
the time of his trouble with his second 
wife, who was Mrs. Janeway. His suc- 
cessor as president of the United States 
Express Co. has not been selected. 

Mr. Piatt’s death, caused by chronic 
and acute Bright's disease, was not un- 
expected; he had been in wretched 
health for years. His thres sons, other 
members of h‘s family and his physi- 
clan were at Mr. Platt’s bedside when 
ne expired. : 

With the death of Thomas Collier 
Platt, who began‘life ac a drug clerk 
at Owego and ended it in the humble 
home of paid attendants after @ career 
as a maker of political history, were 
passed the last of the old-time parcy 
bosses. Few men so nearly approached 
greatness without really be¢oming 
great. A great student of detail and an 
organizer of unr stakable genius, Mr. 
Platt attained a prominence and in-
